denies the entire story in toto. 
It will be remembered that the de­ 
fendant, Washington Robinson, came 
liere one night from Connersv ille to 
attend a social fu nction of the col­ 
ored people. 
He remained here the 
nex t day when smallpox broke ou t. 
Robinson was in a home 
that was 
promptly qu arantined and he had to 
remain 
here 
sev eral 
weeks. 
He 
<*ou ld not send a letter to his wife 
and she, not receiv ing any wrord from 
him, thou ght 
he had left 
her for 
good. 
In order to get the m atter in a 
legal way , the wife filed an affidav it 
against her hu sband for wife deser­ 
tion. 
A fter the instru ment was ex ­ 
ecu ted it was learned that Robinson 
was in Ru shv ille and an officer came 
here the day he was discharged from 
qu arantine. 
He was taken to Con­ 
nersv ille for trial. Robinson employ ­ 
ed George You ng to defend him and 
the trial continu ed for an entire day . 
You ng say s that Squ ire Cates fou nd 
his client gu ilty 
and when 
he an­ 
nou nced his v erdict, You ng pray ed 
for an appeal to the circu it 
cou rt 
and asked that a bond be named for 
the defendant. 
The bond was fix ed 
and following this You ng say s that a 
Av rau gle took place in the cou rt and 
he left, disgu sted and gav e notice 
that he was qu itting the case and 
wou ld no longer hav e any thing to do 
with it. 
He say s he nev er learned 
the final disposition of the case, al­ 
thou gh it was dismissed before cou rt 
closed shop. 
Cates admits accepting 
some money , bu t say s he did not u n­ 
derstand that it was a bribe. He will 
ex plain itall, in detail, at the nex t 
regu lar term of the Fay ette circu it 
cou rt.

Arlington, Ru sh cou nty , Ind., and de­ 
lu ded a nu mber of people there that 
he was a brand new ‘ex -priest.’ 
As 
a m atter of fact, Williams nev er was 
a priest. He is an ex -A. P. A. lectu rer 
who was pu blicly prov ed to hav e de­ 
serted his wife in 
West 
Virginia. 
She followed him and showed him u p 
to the satisfaction of ministers and 
citizens in sev eral cities in Indiana. 
“The abov e, 
u nder the caption 
‘Fakir 
Williams Again,’ is 
taken 
from the Catholic Colu mbian Record, 
was thou ght by some people here to 
refer to Billy Williams, who lately 
arriv ed in Connersv ille, and is still 
in the city . 
Mr. Williams was seen, 
by a News reporter, a t the home of 
the captain of the Salv ation Army , 
Thu rsday afternoon. He denied that 
he was the man referred to, and said 
his name has been confu sed with that 
of another trav eling preacher, now 
operating in Indiana and also named 
Williams. 
‘This 
other 
person,’ he 
said, ‘poses as an ex -priest in the 
Catholic chu rch, and goes abou t the 
cou ntry denou ncing Catholicism in 
the most bitter terms.’ 
‘Billy ’ Wil* 
liams. howev er, say s he is qu ite a 
different person He was formerly an 
actor, bu t took u p ev angelistic work 
sev eral y ears ago. 
Tie is essentially 
a temperance preacher, bu t his dis­ 
cou rses are free from malediction or 
abu se. 
He is non-sectarian, and be­ 
liev es that « » tru e Christianity abides 
in good works, good deeds and char­ 
itable motiv es rather than in cold 
and solemn ceremonies.”

If a satisfactory bid is not re­ 
ceiv ed du ring the fiv e day s, the plant 
will be offered for sale a t pu blic an *- 
tion to the highest bidder on T hu rs­ 
day morning, April 15 at 10 o’clock. 
The sale will continu e -from day to 
day thereafter u ntil it is sold. 
It is to be hoped that some firm 
will get possession of the plant and 
pu t it ill ru nning order again, if not 
in the m anu factu re of tables, then 
some other article.

W ashington, M arch 27 .—In the fold s 
of her shrou d , the m aterial ev id ence 
of the d eath secret of Mrs. Pierre Lor­ 
iilard , jr., is sealed w ith her bod y on 
its final jou rney to the grav e. 
The 
fu neral party left the Loriilard resi­ 
d ence on H illy er place last ev ening for 
New York. 
At the old home of the 
L orillard s at Irv ington on the beau ­ 
tifu l east bank of the Hu d son the cas­ 
ket will be interred tod ay . 
The d epartu re from the city fu r­ 
nished another of the d ram atic ev ents 
which hav e characterized thè d eath by 
su icid e of this prom inent woman. 
At 
the v ery hou r when the first social cir­ 
cles of the capital, in which Mrs. L or­ 
iilard had been accord ed su ch a prom ­ 
inent part, w ere crowd ing the aristo­ 
cratic M assachu setts av enu e, the bod y 
of the d eceased was d riv en rapid ly 
d own that thorou ghfare tow ard the sta ­ 
tion. The hu sband , one of the famou s 
Lorillard s of the tobacco bu siness and 
prom inent clu bm an and sportsm an, and 
his son Pierre, by their own prefer­ 
ence, w ere the only m ou rners. 
The 
fu neral cerem onies had been cond u ct­ 
ed sev eral hou rs before. A few of Mrs. 
L orillard ’s m ost intim ate friend s were 
present. 
The serv ices occu pied only 
half an hou r’s tim e. 
W ithin ten m in­ 
u tes of the hou r appointed for the 
fu neral, it was stated a t the d cor by 
the bu tler that there wou ld be no 
fu neral serv ices, and the u nd ertaker 
was pled ged to secrecy . 
Shortly afterw ard the m ost d ram at­ 
ic ev ent of the d ay occu rred when Dr. 
N ev itt, the coroner, laid aw ay in the 
fold s of the shrou d two notes and some 
m y steriou s trink ets fou nd on Mrs. Lor­ 
illard ’s bod y after her d eath. 
On an 
env elope that contained the notes and 
the trinkets was w ritten: 
“Bu ry this 
with my bod y u nopened .” 
The ink 
with which these word s w ere w ritten 
had been freshly sm eared ov er the 
face of the env elope. 
Its freshness 
was in m arked contrast with the ink 
of the two notes. 
A nother fact that has been brou ght 
ou t is that one of the notes was ad ­ 
d ressed to Mrs. L oriilard and was in 
the hand w riting of another person. 
The second note had been w ritten by 
Mrs. Loriilard ev id ently m any d ay s be­ 
fore her d eath. 
The note to Mrs. Lor­ 
iilard is said to hav e been ad d ressed 
to her in an inform al way . 
The trinkets consisted of a chain to 
which w ere attached som e pend ants 
of little 
intrinsic 
v alu e, 
rem ind ing 
those who hav e beheld them of the 
high school d ay s of girls. 
It was ev i­ 
d ently Mrs. L orillard ’s hope that nei­ 
the r the notes nor the trink ets wou ld 
be rev ealed to hu m an ey e afte r hers 
’had tu rned from them . 
The env elope in which the notes and 
trink ets w ere placed was not fou nd 
u ntil hou rs afte r the d eath, when the 
u nd ertaker was preparing the bod y for 
bu rial. 
A stu d y of Mrs. L orillard ’s apart­ 
m ents is said to hav e led to the con­ 
clu sion that Mrs. L oriilard was m ost 
d eterm ined in end ing her life. 
It is 
believ ed she d eliberately inhaled the 
poisonou s fu m es u ntil a gentle stu por 
seized her. Then she calm ly lay d own 
u pon the ru g in the bathroom to sleep 
into d eath.

NOW ABANDONED 


Mrs. Culbertson's

Case ot Suicide.

cions Are Hardly Tenable— Did the 


Woman Seek Death to Cover Past 


A fter Fram ing a Cunning 
Plot to 


Cast Suspicion Upon Others? 


Vincennes, Ind., March 27.—The lips 
of the beautiful, mysterious bride of 
Russell Culbertson are sealed in death, 
leaving the public to marvel why she 
should have 
committed suicide or 
should have been murdered. 
Little was known of Jessie Overton, 
who last January became the bride of 
Russell Culbertson. Word which came 
today from Dublin, Tex., says that 
Miss Overton resided with her rela­ 
tives at Hico, a small village near Dub­ 
lin, until nine years ago. At the time 
of the Galveston disaster in 1900, Miss 
Overton went to that city as a volun­ 
teer nurse, later coming to Indiana. 
Two brothers still reside at Hico, and 
another, a physician, formerly con­ 
ducted a drug store at* Dublin, but 
some years ago removed to Oklahoma. 
Her family was locally prominent and 
she was well known at Dublin. 


Mystery May Never Be Solved. 
No one may ever know more about 
the death of Jessie Overton Culbert­ 
son than that she was found late Wed­ 
nesday afternoon in the woodshed 
near her home, her head, mouth and 
nose bound in a cloth, and that she 
was dying of carbolic acid poisoning. 
While some continue to hold to the 
murder theory, it is generally conced­ 
ed now that Mrs. Culbertson commit­ 
ted suicide, even relatives of Mrs. Cul­ 
bertson admitting that suicide was the 
most 
plausible explanation 
of the 
tragedy. 
Her statement that a man and wom­ 
an had attacked her and forced the 
acid down her throat will never be be­ 
lieved by a large part of the population 
of this city. 
There is no secret cou­ 
ths identity Qf_ th<L woman 


thought to have been thus referred” to, 
and her name is on the public lips and 
open charges are being made. 
Suspi­ 
cion 
directed 
against 
this 
former 
sweetheart of Russell Culbertson is 
based on allegations by members of 
the family which indicate that she 
was insanely jealous of Culbertson’s 
wife and this suspicion bears out the 
motives of the mysterious letter writer 
who threatened death to the woman 
unless she gave her husband up, though 
persons who have made comparisons 
are all of the opinion that the warn­ 
ing letters were not written by the 
suspected woman and most are of the 
opinion that they were in the disguised 
hand of Mrs. Culbertson. 


“The Woman in Black.0 
The latest development in the Cul­ 
bertson murder or suicide theory is a 
vigorous denial by Mrs. Etta Longwell 
that she had anything to do with the 
case. 
MjTs. Longwell lives with her 
mother at 708 West Madison street, 
Chicago. 
She is willing to come to 
Vincennes, but the police say they do 
not want her. 
Mrs. Longwell has been known here 
as the “mysterious woman in black.” 
She is the person that members of the 
family with which the dead woman 
lived at first declared murdered Mrs. 
Culbertson, with the aid of & male ac­ 
complice. They say she was a former 
sweetheart of Russell Culbertson and 
that she became “crazy jealous” when 
he began paying attention to the pro­ 
fessional nurse, Miss Jessie Lee Over­ 
ton, who was brought Into the family 
a year ago during the illness of Joshua 
Brazeltoa, a Vincennes 
councilman, 
and head of the Brazeiton-Culbertson 
household. 
They held that the warn­ 
ing le tters written to Mrs. Culbertson 
and shoved under the windows of her 
home, were In her handwriting. 


Didn’t Know Mrs. Culbertson. 
The woman, who is a “grass widow” 
and well known in Vincennes, where 
she lived several years and was friend­ 
ly with Russell Culbertson, was found 
at 708 Madison street, Chicago, the 
home of her mother. When called on 
the telephone she spoke as though she 
had not heard of the case. 
She de­ 
clared that she had nothing to do with 
the death of the woman and denied 
that she ever knew the wife of Russell 
Culbertson. 
“I at one time was engaged to be 
married to Russell Culbertson,” said 
Mrs. Longwell. 
“That engagement 
was broken off a year ago last New 
Year’s day. Since that time I have not 
seen Mr. Culbertson. 
We had an ar­ 
gument at that tune because of his at­ 
tentions to other woman, and I de­ 
cided that I would not marry' him. 
“The woman whom he finally did 
marry I have never seen in my life. 
There is not a reason on earth why 
I should be desirous of doing hor gny 


harmT’ Mrs. Longwell is a typical bru­ 
nette, about thirty-three years old, and 
a beautiful woman. 
She at one time 
lived in Vincennes, but says she has 
not been outside of Chicago for three 
months. 
She says she can prove an 
alibi without the least trouble.

MILWAUKEE DEBATE

Milwaukee, Wis., March 27.—One of 
the most remarkable debates ever held 
was that last night on the question, 
“Resolved, that prohibition as applied 
to the manufacture and sale of intox­ 
icating beverages is right,” with May­ 
or David S. Rose of Milwaukee, de­ 
fending the negative, and Dr. Samuel 
Dickie, president of Albion college, Al­ 
bion, Mich., as the speaker for the Pro­ 
hibitionists. 
The great hippodrome, 
with a seating capacity of 4,000, was 
jammed to the doors, and although ad­ 
mission was by card, great throngs of 
people were turned away.

from all parts of the United States 
clamored for seats, inasmuch as this 
was the first of three debates, the sec­ 
ond to be given at Chicago, and the 
third at some city in the south. 
Mayor Rose at a recent Louisville 
convention, challenged the national 
Prohibition party to produce its best 
orator to meet him on the question de­ 
bated last night, so the debater was 
the accredited representative of the 
national Prohibition party against Mr. 
Rose, who is generally known as the 
advocate of “sane” regulation of the 
saloon. There was no decision.
